6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its 
Selectmen  to  take  such  action  regarding  plowing  or  other- 
wise keeping  winter  roads  open  in  said  Town  for  the 
year  ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment  seems  most  conducive 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Town,  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid 
for  Construction  of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate or  set  aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $475,65, 
the  State  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $3,171.01. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  apply  any  surplus  remaining  in  their  hands 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1963  to  the  defraying  of 
Town  charges  for  the  fiscal  year  1964  in  order  to  effect 
a  proportionate  reduction  of  the  amount  to  be  raised  by 
taxes.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  School 
District  of  Columbia: 

Foreword 

History  tells  us  that  a  great  majority  of  our  early 
forefathers  on  this  continent  received  a  goodly  share  of 
their  early  education  outside  of  school.  Theirs  was  the 
rigorous  school  of  life  which  was  required  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenges of  the  times,  and  not  too  much  thought  was  given 
to  subject  matter  content  and  the  best  way  to  get  it  across 
to  the  learner.  Survival  itself  sufficed  outside  and  the 
iDirch  rod  spoke  rather  convincingly  inside  the  classroom. 

In  the  atomic  and  space  age  of  today,  when  we  have 
come  to  lean  more  and  more  upon  mechanization  and 
scientific  advancement  to  get  things  done,  of  necessity, 
greater  and  greater  reliance  has  had  to  be  placed  upon 
the  more  formal  aspect  of  the  educational  effort.  Although 
certain  values,  certain  knowledge,  and  certain  skills  of 
long  and  universal  standing  apply  just  as  much  today  as 
they  did  when  our  ancestors  hit  this  country,  the  con- 
stant demand  for  new  learnings  and  competencies  em- 
phasizes the  urgency  of  an  educational  program  of  ever 
growing  scope  and  quality. 

As  has  been  true  down  through  the  years,  the  two 
factors  within  the  schools  which  will  largely  determine 
the  extent  that  education  meets  this  challenge  are  the 
learner  and  what  he  learns.  With  greater  recognition  of 
the  unique  differences  and  the  greatly  broadened  experi- 
ence horizons  of  the  former,  and  the  designing  of  pro- 
cedures and  selection  of  subject  matter  content  in  keep- 
ing with  the  latter,  the  standards  of  achievement  may 
well  be  extended  beyond  the  present  academic  level. 

Teachers 

With,  if  anything,  even  a  greater  shortage  of  teach- 
ers than  ever  before,  plus  greater  and  greater  emphasis 
upon  the  single  grade  setup,  the  district  is  more  than 
fortunate  to  have  experienced  teachers  in  the  multi- 
graded,  self-contained  classrooms  in  our  schools.  Mrs. 
Dorothy  G.  Gould,  who  received  her  training  at  Gorham 
Teachers  College,  Gorham,  Maine,  and  who  has  taught  in 
the  district  previously,  teaches  grades  1-6  at  the  Church 
School.  Mrs.  Myra  A.  Holbrook  teaches  grades  1-4  at  the 
Cone  School. 
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School  Nurse  —  Health 

Mrs.  Dorothy  L.  Ducret,  our  new  school  nurse,  who 
received  her  training  at  the  Maine  General  Hospital, 
Portland,  Maine,  is  continuing  the  same  comprehensive 
type  of  program  as  has  been  done  during  the  past  several 
years,  which  has  been  so  effective  in  maintaining  con- 
sistent overall  good  health  in  the  schools.  As  has  been 
cited  before,  in  addition  to  the  many  daily  and  routine 
services,  the  work  includes  complete  physical  examina- 
tions every  four  years,  various  periodic  immunizations, 
and  annual  pre-school  and  X-ray  clinics. 

Renovations  —  Repairs 

Extensive  renovations  were  made  at  the  Cone  School 
in  providing  running  water  and  in  installing  flush  toilets 
and  automatic  oil  heat  during  the  summer  vacation  period. 
Plumbing  included  the  work  of  digging  and  back  filling 
of  a  ditch  in  which  a  plastic  water  pipe  was  laid  from 
the  point  where  connected  onto  the  water  line  supplying 
the  First  Assembly  of  God  Church  to  the  building,  in- 
stallation of  faucet  and  bubbler  in  sink,  flush  toilets,  and 
a  1,000-gallon  septic  tank.  Carpenter  work  consisted  of 
the  construction  of  boys'  and  girls'  toilet  rooms,  closing 
off  the  old  toilet  section,  and  insulation  of  north  wall  in 
entrance  hall.  Heating  included  the  installation  of  an 
American  Standard  Conversion  oil  burner  in  the  furnace, 
hot-air  registers  in  the  toilets,  and  a  275-gallon  oil  storage 
tank. 

Sincere  appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  First  As- 
sembly of  God  Church  for  the  substantial  saving  realized 
by  the  district  in  the  cost  of  the  plumbing  through  their 
granting  permission  to  connect  the  school  water  line  to 
the  one  leading  from  the  spring  source  to  the  church 
building.  Sincere  thanks  are  expressed,  also,  to  Clement 
Gleason  for  permission  to  cross  his  land  with  the  neces- 
sary ditch  in  which  to  lay  the  pipe  to  bring  the  water  to 
the  school. 

Outside  of  repairing  the  steps  and  platform  to  the 
front  entrance  and  the  playground  apparatus  at  the 
Church  School,  such  other  maintenance  work  as  was  done 
at  both  buildings  presently  in  use  was  minor  in  nature. 

On  Closing  the  Church  School 

After  studying  and  discussing  at  length  such  factors 
involved  as  future  enrollments,  transportation,  and  sav- 
ings to  the  district,  the  school  board  believes  the  advisibil- 
ity  of  closing  the  Church  School  and  the  sending  of  all 
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elementary  pupils  to  Colebrook  should  be  given  serious 
consideration.  The  1964-1965  budget,  found  upon  subse- 
quent pages  in  this  report,  is  drawn  up  on  this  basis. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

As  small  as  was  the  number  enrolled  in  schools  with- 
in the  district  a  year  ago  at  this  time  of  42,  the  present 
enrollment  of  only  35  is  even  smaller.  In  comparison  there 
were  62,  65,  59,  58,  and  54  pupils  for  the  respective  pre- 
vious five  years  in  the  district's  schools.  The  average  per- 
centage of  attendance  for  the  two  schools  in  session  dur- 
ing the  past  year  was  96.90  with  no  tardinesses  reported. 

Although  the  number  of  secondary  pupils  enrolled  in 
schools  outside  the  district  of  25  is  less  than  that  of  last 
year  of  29,  the  number  of  elementary  pupils  of  51  in  com- 
parison to  45  a  year  ago  results  in  a  total  of  76,  which  is 
the  largest  that  can  be  remembered.  Of  the  totals  of  60, 
67,  50,  56,  and  46,  tuition  pupils  of  the  district  during 
the  respective  five  preceding  years  to  last  year,  35,  39,  30, 
36,  and  25,  were  in  grades  1-8,  and  25,  28,  20,  and  21, 
were  in  grades  9-12. 

Notes  on  the  Budget 

On  the  basis  of  conducting  one  school  only  within  the 
district,  the  School  Board's  budget  for  1964-1965  is 
$47,114  as  compared  to  $48,351  plus  $2,000  voted  under 
a  special  article  in  the  warrant  to  make  a  total  of  $50,351 
for  the  current  year.  This  amount  is  decreased  by  an 
estimated  income  of  $20,000  which  leaves  a  balance  of 
$27,114  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town  in  comparison 
to  the  $34,351  for  this  year.  If  the  two  present  schools 
within  the  district  are  continued  in  session,  the  budget  is 
$50,403.  As  can  be  readily  seen,  the  cost  of  operating  one 
school  and  transporting  all  elementary  pupils  from  the 
east  side  of  the  district  to  Colebrook  is  appreciably  less 
than  that  of  keeping  two  schools  opens. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Board,  parents,  teachers,  and  citizens 
for  all  the  assistance  and  cooperation  received  as  we  have 
worked  together  during  the  past  several  years  to  provide 
and  to  maintain  high  standards  in  our  schools.
